The  Troy  State  University  Pied  Pipers,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  David  Dye,  received  a  grant  from  the  Ala- 
bama State  Council  on  the  Arts  to  support  its  1998-99  farewell  tour  of  Alabama's  elementary  schools.   Be- 
gun in  1970  when  Dr.  Dye  joined  the  faculty,  the  Pied  Pipers  launched  their  first  season  with  performances 
in  the  Troy  City  Schools.   During  subsequent  years,  the  group,  with  the  support  of  the  State  Arts  Council, 
expanded  its  tours  to  include  not  only  elementary  schools  but  arts  and  crafts  fairs  and  festivals.   From  the 
beginning,  the  Pied  Pipers  specialized  in  performing  children's  "classics  in  a  style  reminiscent  of  the  Italian 
Renaissance  commedia  dell  'arte.  The  highly  polished,  fast-paced  performances  emerged  from  improvisa- 
tions based  upon  well-known  stories  in  the  public  domain  and  a  collection  of  "bits  of  business"  contributed 
by  members  of  the  group  during  the  group's  29-year  history.  The  group  found  its  performance  niche  among 
elementary  students  in  non-metropolitan  areas  around  the  state,  particularly  addressing  the  arts  literacy 
needs  of  underserved  populations.  The  group  had  a  loyal  following  of  teachers  and  administrators  in 
Alabama's  public  and  private  schools.   Beginning  with  only  a  few  performances  during  its  first  year,  the  Pied 
Pipers  performed  50-60  times  a  year  during  its  final  decade.  The  curtain  closes  on  this  active  group  as  Troy 
State  University  moves  to  the  semester  system  and  as  the  Department  of  Speech  and  Theatre  explores  other 
avenues  for  providing  theatre  education  for  young  audiences.   Pied  Pipers,  thanks  for  the  memories.

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On  May  10.  1999.  Troy  State  University  dedicated  its  TSU  Science  Center,  located  in  McCall  Hall.  This 
"first  21st  century  building"  on  the  TSU  campus  will  house  30.000  extra  square  feet  of  new.  advanced  labora- 
tories, classrooms  and  office  space.  The  renovation  took  18  months  and  had  a  bill  of  $6.5  million  in  construc- 
tion to  turn  McCall  Hall,  originally  built  in  1960.  into  a  state-of-the-art  science  center. 

The  new  TSU  Science  Center  also  contains  a  physics  lab  dedicated  to  the  professor  emeritus  of  physics 
and  the  leader  of  the  renovation  project.  Dr.  Gene  Omasta.  In  addition.  Dr.  Donald  Barra.  longtime  professor  of 
anatomy  and  physiology,  was  honored  by  an  anatomy  and  physiology  lad  dedicated  in  the  memory  of  him. 

There  were  many  guest  speakers  on  hand  at  the  christening  ceremonies.  They  included  Dr.  Richard  M. 
Scrushy,  CEO  of  the  HealthSouth  Corporations  and  a  trustee  of  the  TSU  System;  and  Dr.  Harrel  McKinney, 
founder  of  Alabama  Reference  Laboratories  and  an  alumnus  of  TSU. 

Dr.  Scrushy  had  many  things  to  say  about  the  new  science  center.  "1  recall  the  old  saying,  if  you're  not 
moving  forward,  you're  moving  backward."  Scrushy  commented.  "Troy  State  University  is  definitely  moving 
forward." 

Dr.  Hawkins  also  had  many  good  things  to  say  about  the  TSU  Science  Center.  He  said.  "This  facility 
gives  our  science  students  a  first-class  learning  and  research  environment--it  gives  them  a  competitive  edge.  It 
underscores  our  commitment  to  provide  the  state's  best  undergraduate  programs  in  the  sciences."

But  he  cheated  on  Sally 
with  a  cheerleader,  and  Sally's  heart  was  broken  and  she  suffered  an 
emotional  breakdown.  A  few  days  later  she  hanged  herself  from  her  third- 
floor  window  in  Shackelford  hall. 

Sally  Shack,  as  she  is  still  called,  is  said  to  hang  around  in  Shackelford, 
roaming  the  halls  of  the  second  and  third  floors,  looking  for  the  love  she 
lost  so  long  ago.

It  is  said  that  if  a  man 
and  woman  kiss  each  other  for  the  first  time  while  sitting  on  the  boulder, 
and  if  they  possess  a  true  and  pure  love  for  each  other,  they  will  live 
happily  together  forever.

For  many  students,  Dr. 
Nick  D'Andrea's  geog- 
raphy class  is  a  must- 
take  at  TSU.

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You  have  heard  the  saying,  "If  you  play  with  fire,  you  are  gonna  get  burned."  That  was  almost  the  case  with 

Alumni  Hall.  Someone  played  with  fire,  and  the  fourth-floor  study  room  of  Alumni  Hall  burned. 

It  started  at  the  beginning  of  spring  quarter  with  a  person{s)  pulling  fire  alarms  at  all  hours  of  the  day. 

Many  Alumni  residents  became  upset  at  this.  Eventually,   after  the  fifth  or  sixth  time  the  alarms  were 

pulled,  many  had  begun  to  ignore  the  familiar  sound  of  a  fire  alarm  going  off  at  2  a.m. 

Little  did  some  know  that  when  the  alarms  went  off  April  23  and  April  28,  1999,  that  these  alarms  were  for 

real  fires.  Two  fires  were  discovered  on  April  23,  one  where  a  Tropolitan  had  been  set  afire  inside  a  dryer  in 

one  of  the  laundry  rooms.  Another  fire  was  in  the  first-floor  bathroom  on  the  B  wing  where  someone  rolled 

toilet  paper  onto  the  floor  and  set  it  a-blazin".  Two  other  fires  were  detected  April  28.  The  first  was  a  small 

trash  fire  in  a  stairwell;  the  second,  a  shower  curtain  burned  around  the  bottom.  Although  no  one  was  injured. 

these  fires  were  under  investigation  as  first-degree  arson  because  the  dorm  was  inhabited  at  the  time. 

Housing  decided  to  take  action  and  remove  all  trash  cans  and  paper  towels  from  Alumni  on  April  29.  Also, 

many  began  to  take  the  fire  alarms  seriously.  Everyone  thought  the  worst  was  over,  but  the  worst  was  yet  to 

come. 

May  18,  1999,  started  off  as  usual.  However,  around  10  a.m.,  Troy  State  University  Police  received  a  call 

warning  about  bombs  in  Alumni  and  Clements  Halls.  Both  halls  were  successfully  evacuated  by  10:15.  The 

University  Police  with  help  from  Troy  City  Police  and  the  Troy  Fire  Department  conducted  a  floor-by-floor, 

room-by-room  sweep  of  both  dorms.  After  finding  nothing,  residents  were  allowed  back  into  the  dorms.  But 

May  1 8  was  still  to  be  an  even  more  eventful  day. 

Between  1:45  and  1:50  P.M..  the  Troy  City  Fire  Department  answered  a  call  that  Alumni  Hall  was  on  fire.  A 

third-floor  resident  of  Alumni  Hall  discovered  the  fire  when  he  ran  upstairs  because  he  had  heard  the  fire 

alarms  going  off.  Due  to  the  time  of  the  day,  the  fourth-floor  study  hall  was  uninhabited  as  it  began  to  burn. 

No  one  really  took  the  fire  alarms  seriously  until  they  evacuated  the  building  and  actually  saw  the  smoke 

coming  from  the  fourth  floor. 

Fortunately,  no  one  was  injured.  Chancellor  Jack  Hawkins  Jr.  and  Gov.  Don  Seigleman,  on  behalf  of  the 

state,  offered  a  reward  of  $10,000  to  anyone  with  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  the 

person(s)  involved  with  the  fire. 

But  it  wasn't  the  end  of  the  fiery  saga.  Just  two  days  after  the  study  room  was  set  afire,  a  resident  of 

Alumni  Hall  reported  a  fire  in  his  room,  then  later  confessed  to  setting  the  fire  to  his  own  room. 

Damage  from  all  the  fires  was  estimated  at  $20,000.

Following  the  lead  of  other  state  uni- 
versities and  the  recommendation  of 
the  Alabama  Commission  of  Higher 
Education,  Troy  State  students  who 
would  be  returning  in  fall  1999  were 
finally  preparing  for  the  switch  from 
quarters  to  semesters.  Quarters  gen- 
erally lasted  10  weeks  —  although 
two  quarters  in  the  1998-99  aca- 
demic year  were  a  bit  shorter  —  and 
semesters  were  expected  to  last  1 6 
weeks.

Redshirt  freshman  quarterback  Brock  Nutter  threw  for  over  200 
yards  and  two  touchdowns  to  lead  Troy  State  to  a  convincing  26-0  victory 
over  Alabama  State  in  front  of  an  overflow  crowd  in  the  inaugural  game  at 
Richard  M.  Scrushy  Field  at  Memorial  Stadium. 

Troy  State  played  I- A  Marshall  virtually  even  for  30  minutes,  but  the 
Thundering  Herd   erupted  for  four  touchdowns  in  an  1 1 -minute  span  to 
take  a  42-12  victory  over  the  Trojans. 

Troy  State  scored  on  two  of  its  first  three  possessions  and  the  defense 
helped  the  Trojans  hang  on  for  a  23-6  victory  over  Chattanooga.    Eric  Sloan 
had  two  interceptions,  including  an  82-yard  return  for  a  TD  on  the  final 
play  of  the  game.   The  return  was  the  second-longest  in  TSU  history.

Third-ranked  McNeese  State  used  a  16-point  fourth  quarter  to  knock 
ninth-ranked  Troy-State  out  of  a  three-way  tie  for  first  place  in  the  SFL,  by 
defeating  the  Trojans  23-3  at  Scrushy  Field  on  a  rainy  Saturday  afternoon. 

Fullback  Thad  Buttone  rushed  for  a  career-high  113  yards  and  four 
players  scored  rushing  touchdowns  as  Troy  State  "whupped"  arch-rival  Jack- 
sonville State,  31-7,  in  the  regular- season  finale  in  Jacksonville.
